Education as having the requisite administrative capability and 
financial responsibility and the institution or school must 
execute a Program Participation Agreement in accordance with 
Student Assistance General Provisions, 34 CFR Part 668.11.

other than the main campus at which it offers educational services; and 
contracts with other institutions under which that other institution 
provides a portion of its educational programs. Failure to provide this 
information may lead to loss of eligibility. 

5. INSTITUTION'S IDENTIFICATION NUMBER. The institution or school has been 
assigned an Office of Postsecondary Education (OPE) Identfication Number, 
which appears on the last page of the Institutional Eligibility Notice, 
following the signature block. This number should be used in all future 
correspondence with the Division of Eligibility and Certification.

Chairman Childs reminded the State Board that the committees appointed earlier 
in the meeting were responsible for study and recommendations of designated areas. 
A motion was made by Wes Burkhardt, seconded by Bertha Daniels and passed to refer 
the requests to the Program Committee for study and a recommendation in the 
February meeting.

Clyde Muse discussed a request from the Board of Trustees of Hinds Community College

c. William Terrell reviewed deliberations of the Legislative Committee, including 
recommendations of support for - Governor Mabus' Budget, H. B. 129 - Statewide 
insurance program including junior college personnel 

A motion by Wes Burkhardt, seconded by Herdia Cauthen, to adopt the recommenda 
tions of the Legislative Committee and to support Governor Mabus 1 budget 
recommendations carried unanimously. 

The State Board passed a motion by H. J. Pearson, seconded by William Terrell, 
to continue the original budget request for State Board Administration which 
provides for three new positions to carry out the priorities of financial and 
information systems for the community and junior college system. 

A motion was made by Wes Burkhardt and seconded by H. J. Pearson, and passed 
unanimously as follows: The State Board for Community and Junior Colleges 
endorses and supports Governor Mabus' budget recommendations with faculty 
salaries being the major priority, but also recognizes the need for increased 
salaries for all personnel. 

The phase-in of the full-funding allocation recommendation of the State Board 
was discussed. It was the consensus that the Executive Director be authorized 
to work with legislators to implement the recommendation insofar as feasible. 

DISBURSEMENTS 


Upon motion by Bettye Applewhite and second by Bertha Daniels, the State Board 
approved the February disbursement of the following funds (Exhibit 2):

State Agencies - $4 million 

Rate: $ 2 - $ 5 per $1,000 budget, varies with experience 

Political subdivisions - $9 million 

Dr. Smith stated that the college will need to notify the Fiscal 
Management Board as to whether or not the college will partici¬ 
pate in the liability pool. He recommended that the Board 
commit to the liability pool. However, actual participation 
in the liability pool will depend upon whether or not 
Sovereign Immunity is extended by the 1988 Legislature. Mr. 
Copeland made a motion to accept the recommendation as pre¬ 
sented, Mr. Dickens seconded the motion and the motion carried. 
Dr. Smith stated that he would inform the Fiscal Management 
Board of the Board's decision to participate in the liability 
pool. He stated that the Mississippi Junior College 
Association is proposing legislation to extend Sovereign 
Immunity for another year.
